** On the 11th our combined fleet commenced, 
as previously planned, the eighth attack on 
Port Arthur. The fourth and fifth destroyer 
flotillas, the fourteenth torpedo flotilla, and the 
Koryomaru reached the mouth of Port Arthur at 
inidnight of the 12th, and effected the laying of 
mines at sev eral points outside the port, defying 
the enemy’s searchlight. At dawn of the 13:1 
the second destroyer flotilla discovered one 
Russian destroyer trying to enter the harbour, 
and after ten minutes’ attack, sank her. Another 
Russian destroyer was discovered coming from 
the direction of Liao-ti-shan. We attacked 
her, but she managed to flee into the har- 
bour. There were no casualties on our side 
except two seamen on the Zkazuchi slightly 
wounded. There was no time to rescue tlie 
enemy’s drowning crew, as the Bayan approached.

The Docking of Submarine “А 1."- The ill- 
fated submarine 4 7 was raised on Monday, and now lies 
in dry dock at Portsmouth. The principle adopted in the 
-»aivage of the vessel was simplicity itself. An Admiralty 
lighter having been towed out over the wreck. steel hawsers 
were let down, one from each end of her. These were in 
loops, one of which was passed round the stern and the 
uher round the stem of the cigar-shaped submarine, so that 
when both loops were shortened by hauling operations the 
wreck was slowly raised from the bottom, suspended 
beneath the lighter. The lighter itself was fastened by 
four stout hawsers to the stern of the salvage-steamer 
Delos, from which also another hawser was attached to 
the submarine. АП these preparations had been made 
iy eleven o'clock on Monday morning, and shortly after 
that hour it was ascertained that e submarine had 
been raised between three and four feet clear of the bottom. 
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A few minutes afterwards the Relos weighed anchor and 
led the way towards Portsmouth, having joint. charge 
with the lighter of the invisible submariue, which was 
drawn stern first. ‘The progress of the convoy was 
extremely slow, and two hours were oecnpied in reaching 
Spithead. It was, of course, rea]ised that the greatest 
саге. must be exercised in moving the submarine, as 
she was several fathoms: below the lighter's keel, and 
only a few feet from the bottom. When near the Outer 
Spit Buoy the procession, which in addition to the salvage- 
vessels and lighter was made up of Government tugs aud a 
destroyer, with Sir Jobn Fisher's yacht, the Fire Queen, 
bringing up the rear, halted while the submarine was lifted 
about 94 ft., and so brought close beneath the keel of 
the lighter. ‘Fhe. flotilla ргосгедећ форд. thé: Harbour 
Channel, and, when. nearly opposite Clarence Pier, the sub- 
marine grounded on what is known as the Gravél Bink. 
Shortly after six o'clock she was refloated, and the docking 
of ithe vessel was completed at nine o'clock, after 
which the pumping out of*the dock was commenced. 


Taking Out the Bodies.—The conning-tower, with 
the air-tube projecting from it, was first revealed, and as 
the water was slowly reduced the hull батае into view, and 
the powerful electric lamps illuminated the casing over the 
fore hatehway. Workme> next shored up the vesel; but it 
was elose on midnight when everything was ready for the 
final heartbreaking duty. А couple of fitters with pneu- 
matic tools set to work to eut out two of the plates in the 
hull, ко ая to enable the remains to be easily removed. 
When the opening was clear the officers were the first to 
enter the interior, and then a party of sick-berth attendants 
from Haslar Hospital reverently bore out the bodies, and 
placed them in coffins, which were hauled to the ў the 
dock -and transferred to a steam pinnace. to taken 
thence to the mo:tuary of the Royal Naval Hospital, The 
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funeral, which was carried out with full naval honours, 
took place on Tuesday afternoon.

On Hedge-Making. 


HE art of hedging and ditching is not likely to 
becomie a dost one sb long as district councils and 
agricultural and other societies offer substantial 
encou ent to young labourers to cultivate 
such knowledge as is necessary to do even this 

menial work preges I was present at one of these com- 
— some time ago and was surprised to note-how 

xt some of the men were. They had apparently been 
tal ing lessons in hedge-making. Mr, W. J. Malden issued 
n little pamphlet a few years ago on the subject, and I would 
advise young labourers to induce their masters to get copies 
for distribution. The price is but 4s. per dozen. When the 
hedge іх tall and yout y grown, арч berger untrimmed 
for a number of years, laying is ће best method of treat- 
ment, the long s being suitable for wattling. In dealing

vith such a hedge а very important feature is the selection 
of the wood hest suited for the purpose of wattlinz. In the 
first place, all deeaying stumps should be cut off level with 
the ground, anti rods for wattling and stakes chosen from 
the most vigorous stools. Young rods throw out the most 
frequent shuots. Honeysuckle, briars, and clematis are 
among the wor-t enemies to hedges, as theysmother the 
growth of the quick. Burberry, from its acting as a host 
to the fungus, causing mildew in wheat, should be taken 
out. . Elder is another of the greatest enemies to hedges, 
its straggling growth making them unsightly, and as it 
spreads rapidly it soon occupies a considerable space, which 
qnickly becomes gappy. Where elder plants are common 
the seeds are carried to the hedgerows by birds, so that they 
frequently establish themselves, 


The Herb Garden. 


Now is a good time to make new plantations of sweet 
herbs, or to renovate and rearrange old and worn-out 
collections, There is always a good demand for herbs, 
and specially for those used in all kinds of delicate cookery, 
such as mint, thyme, sage, marjoram, tarragon, lovage, 
nnd summer savory. Herbs proper are, for the most part, 
leafy things that add a zest or flavour to meat and vege- 
tables or confectionery; but there are some succulent 
vegetables that have a delicious flavour of their own, such 
as asparagus, eelery, mushrooms, and all the members of 
the onion tribe, including garlic—a healthy and appetising 
product which as lightly and delicately used in the 
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kitchen is quite indispensable to some kiuds of good 
cookery. А culinary artist in the kitchen uses flavours 
pretty much as a Lago painter uses colours, ара their 
effect as combined in different dishes is really felt rather 
than known. А full list of the various herbs and spices 
used in the kitchen would be а long one, and various parts 
are used of the plants yielding them. In ginger and 
eryngium it is the root-stock, in n allinceous vegetables the 
stem and leaf, in pot-herbs general] it is the leaves and 
young twigs that are employed, while in other cases it 
is the flower-buds, or even the flowers themselves, A step 
further and we come to the seed, which is generally used 
in a dry state, such as caraway, anise, and celery, There 
are herbs for salads—John Evelyn's Acetaria to wit—as 
well as herbs for flavouring, or such as are used for fheir 
gentle and agreeably stimulating effects on the palate. 


Salt for Barley. 


Tt cannot be said that agricultural salt as a dressing for 
land has grown in favour or even maintained its position 
in recent years, but a report received from the Yorksbire 
College as to the effects of the material upon the barley 
erop-shows that the old belief in the virtue of salt was 
not wholly without solid foundation. "The special function 
of salt was supposed to be that it strengthened the straw, 
and thus prevented the стор from being laid when it attained 
to exceptional weight, or when the rainfall was excessive. Of 
course it was usual to ap! рріу the dressing tocorn crops follow- 
ing roots, as these were the more liable to fall, the manurial 
and other preparatory conditions in the ease of these crops 
being most conducive to an exuberance of wth and to 
the development of straw of weaker fibre, The experiment 
at Garforth was designed specially to test the soundness 
of these ideas, and the results abundantly prove that in 
medium loam or light soils in good condition sult does 
exercise to the full the beneficial influences claimed for it. 
A dressing of pata ucre was applied previously to the 
land being prepa: for barley in 1901 and 1905 — two 
extreme seasons—and the effect was well marked in both, 
although, curiously enough, rather more ко in the dry than 
in the wet season. The net gain of saleable barley й in 1901 
was 8] bushels, and in 1903 6} bushels per acre; while the 
total gains were 7 and 10} bushels respectively. The 
increase of straw due to the salt was 8] cwt. in 1901, and 
1} ewt. in 1903 per acre. Seeing that the cost of the dress- 
ing was only 3s. 9d. per acre, its direct return was extremely 
profitable. The quality of the barley also proved to be 
improved by the action of the salt, the grain on salted 
plots after roots being described as superior even to the 
barley grown after another cereal crop. 


Unsightly Fowls. b 


When fowls become gradually bald on the top of their 
heads and appear denuded of feathers on the wing joints 
and near the tuil, it is generally a sure indication that they 
ave infested with vermin. To those who are particular in 
keeping the birds’ houses clean this may appear hardly 
possible ; nevertheless, it is a fact that even under the best 
conditions of housing fowls sometimes become troubled 
with insects. ‘In such circumstances it is the result of an 
over-heating diet, and one of the best methods of effecting 
a cure is to give the birds cooling food. They should have 
plenty of fresh vegetables; and some Epsom salts should be 
added to the water with which their soft food is prepared. 
If you examine the fowls you will possibly find whitish seales 
on the feathers bordering the denuded places. Asa remedy 
you should apply either of the following ointments: (a) 
| Paraffin one part, water two parts, and а sixth of thequantity 
of lard oil; the water should be boiled first, and the other 
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boiling all together for three or four minutes, (b) Flowers 
of sulphur two parts, carbonate of potassa one part, 
vaseliue eight parts; mix thoroughly.

If the dried 
bracken in the roosting-house is turned daily, and renewed 
each’ week, there is no need to dust it with sulphur and 
insect-powder ; and for the birds themselves we prefer 
ointment to powder, as the latter has a. great tendency to 
set up irritation and damage the skin. Birds that have 
been allowed free range, and are cooped, generally pine 
and go off their food. 


Cheese-making Apparatus. 


The apparatus illustrated effects a great saving of labour 
and time over the old system. It is constructed with 
double sides and bottom, to obtain space, around and 
underneath the inner pan, for admission of steam and hot 


or cold water. The milk or whey in the inner pan is heated 
to the proper tem ture by admission of steam or hot 
water to the space between the inner and outer 


panes this 
supply of steam or hot water being regulated by valves 
attached to the apparatus, The temperature of milk or 
вагі is completely under the control of the cheese-maker, 
and can be raised or lowered at will, In hot weather cold 
water may be admitted im the same way, and kept con- 
tinuously cireulating round the inner pan, thus acting as 
an efficient refrigerator. By the use of this apparatus the 
labour of scalding milk and Whey in separate vessels is 
dispensed with. The curd is never burnt, for a steam

distributor is fitted to every appliance; while, as the 
temperature of the milleand the whey is entirely under the 
control of the cheese-maker, a uniform quality of cheese 
is ensured. The appiratus is made in different sizes from 
twenty-five to fivc-hundred gallons. 


The Pentstemon. 


The hardy herbaceous plant of which an Illustration is 
given is naturally very popular. It is a continuous bloomer, 
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and has а brilliant flower, not unlike the foxglove, with a 
white throat. Theaverage height is from 2 ft. to 3ft., amd
